Police Magistrate Beck as 
Result Will Seek to Bar 
This Bondsman From 
Dayton Street Station. 


TO ADDRESS APPEAL 
TO POLICE BOARD 


In Spite of Exposures, Arky 


Is Still in Bail-Giving Bus- 
iness, Partly Through 
Silent Partners. 


Sam Arky—personal friend and 
business associate of Circuit Judge 
Ittner—whose activities asa bonds- 
man caused him to be barred from 
operating in the Circuit Court, is 
once more in trouble, this time 


with Police Judge Beck, who will 
ask the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners to bar Arky from the Dav- 
ton Street Police Station. 

The bondsman and a group of 
his “silent partners” have infested 
the Dayton Street Police Station 
for a long time, working in con- 
junction with some tipster on the 
inside who informs them when a 
prisoner wants a bond signed. Po- 
lice Judge Beck took notice of Ar- 
ky’s methods when a Negro coal 
miner fined $500 by default ona 
charge of careless driving, told the 
Judge he had been assured by Ar- 
ky that the case was “fixed.” 

Bonds Signed in Blank. 

Operations of the Arky clique 
of bondsmen at the Dayton Street 
Station were exposed by the Post- 
Dispatch last February. At that 
time it was shown how Arky had 
furnished bonds signed in bjank 
and supplied to him by Circuit 


when the Judge was out of town 
and could not possibly have exer- 
cised his judicial function in pass- 
ing on the bond. William Weiss, 
a defendant held on a minor 


charge, related that Arky obtained | 
his release from the Dayton Sta-: 
tion on bond Aug. 29, 1926, when | 


Judge Ittner was attending a Ma- 
sonic funeral at Mexico, Mo. Wetss 
told of suspicious circumstances 
tending to show that Arky was 
‘tipped off’ by someone in the sta- 
tion and hurried over to volunteer 
his services before any defendant 
sent for him. 

For his part in Arky's bond busl- 
ness Circuit Judge Ittner received 
“erave censure” by the St. Louis 
Bar Association's grievance com- 
mittee. 

Arky’s Silent Partners, 

The Post-Dispatch also had dis- 
closed how Arky without‘a penny 
of property in his own name had 
been permitted to sign ‘bonds to- 
taling $679,000 in little more than 
a year. These exposes put Arky 
in such bad odor around the Mu- 
nicipal Courts Building that the 
Circuit Judges refused to take 
him on any more bonds. So he 
delegatéd his bond «business to 
Philip Berger and other “silent 
partners” and went back to a rush 
trade in small bonds at the Day- 
ton Police Station. Recently the 
only Judge who has taken Arky 
on bonds is Judge Gayer of the 
Court of Crimina] Correction. Arky 
has $2000 in forfeitures against 
him remaining unpaid since last 
Septem ber. 

Says He Was Told Case Was Fixed. 

The coal miner whose case 
brought Arky’s recent activities to 
light was Clarence Suttle of Belle- 
ville. Arrested April 30. he was 
taken to the Dayton Street Police 
Station, where he was released on 
a $500 bond signed by Louis Rusz- 
nak. 4827 Palm street. an associate 
of Arky. Suttle says that Rusznak 
told him to go home and that 
afterwards Arky called him on the 
telephone, saying he would not 
have to appear in court because 
his case had been arranged outside 
of court. Suttle paid Rusznak $25 
for signing his bond. 

July 17, Judge Beck forfeited the 
bond and fined Suttle $500 by de- 
fault. The next day Arky and 
Rusznak. according to Suttle, ap- 
peared at Suttle’s home saying his 
case was coming up in court and 
asked that he gccompany them to 
St. Louis. The Negro; thinkinz he 
was merely going to trial, came 
with them to St. Louls, was placed 
in the hands of the City Marshal 
and taken to the Workhouse to 
serve out his fine. Judge Beck 
paroled him five days later. after 
learning details of the case. 

Judge Beck Will Protest. 

“The apparent action of the 
bondsmen in this case is typical of 
a certain clique that this court is 
forced to deal with,” Judge Beck 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
“I believe the Negro was honestly 
following the advice of his bonds- 
men and for that reason I paroled 
him.” 

Judge Beck said he had informa- 
tion that the “bond situation” was 
particularly bad in the Dayton

Let Woman Drown. 

Evidence at a Coroner's inquest 
last month showed. Colvin said, 
that the two men stood by and 
made no effort to save the drown- 
ing woman who had slipped and 
fallen into Lake Union while leav- 
ing the yacht. 

Witnesses at the inquest testified 
the drowning occurred in not more 
than 10 feet of water- and that 
life boats and life belts were close 
at hand had the men desired ‘to 
assist the struggling woman. 

In its report, the jury branded 
Nelson and Bell as ‘‘cowards” and 
further found that they conspired 
to conceal the fact of the woman’s 
death. 

The English common law which 
the prosecutor saéd would be used 
against the two men was fifst ap- 
plied in the United States in the 
case of the skipper of the old wind- 
jammer Charger. who was acquitted 
of manslaughter in Federal Court 
at San Francisco in 1864. 


English Law Recognized. 
The skipper was tried for fail- 
ure to stop his vessel and attempt 
to rescue a seaman who had fallen 
into the water. In the instructions 
to the jury. it was held that if by 
stopping the vessel and putting out 
a lifeboat the skipper might have 
saved the seaman’'s life, a verdict 

of guilty should be returned. 


Despite the acquittal in the San 
Francisco case, the interpretation 
of the English law is said to have 
resulted in later. convictions in 
State courts. In this State the 
English common law is by express 
provision of the constitution a part 
of the statutes.

FLINT, Mich., Aug. 
siasm of home town friends and 
relatives of Miss Mildred Doran, 
passenger with J, A. Pedlar in the 
trans-oceanic plane, who waited ex- 
pectantly for favorable news yes- 
fterday, had given away to tense 
anxiety today when the plane had 
failed to arrive at Honolulu. Miss 
Doran's brother William, 25 years 
old, a law student, appeared at a 
newspaper office early Wednesday 
morning after a sleepless night and 
was still at his post today, hollow- 
eyed from worry and loss of sleep. 

Just before departing for San 
I’rancisco to participate in the 
flight Miss Doran remarked: “lI 
feel sure we will win, but if we 
don’t—well, life is just a game of 
chance anyway.” 

It was at her insistent demand on 
her guardian, William Malloska, 
wealthy Flint oil man, sportsman, 
and backer of the plane, that Miss 
Doran had her place in the cabin 
on the plane’s trans-Pacific adven- 
ture. Left motherless several years 
ago, Miss Doran kept house for her 
father and brother here while at- 
tending Flint high school. After 
graduating in 1924 she worked 
nights in a local telephone ex- 
change to obtain money to attend 
college. Graduation from Ypsilanti 
State Normal School and a position 
as fifth grade teacher at Caro foi- 
lowed. 

Later becoming a ward of Mal- 
loska, Miss Doran became interest- 
ed in aviation about the time Mal- 
loska conceived a F lint-to-Hono- 
lulu flight. Construction of 
plane Miss Doran was begun. Mean- 
while, Miss Doran broached the 
proposition of being one of the 
passengers. ° 

Malioska, at first reluctant to 
give his permission, finally yielded. 
Sho ly after announcing that the 
school teacher would be a member 
of the plane's crew, Malloska said 
“T have all the confidence in the 
world in Miss Doran. She will go 
through this flight just like she has 
igone through other hardships.”

GOEBEL AND LIEUT. DAVIS — 
DESCRIBE FLIGHT ACROSS 
PACIFIC IN MONOPLANE 


Calculations for Course From Oakland to Ha- 
waii Worked Out Perfectly—Both Sur- 


prised at Ease of 


Accomplishment.

HONOLULU, Aug. 18.—When 
Art Goebel, the Hollywood stunt 
flyer, was escorted from Wheeler 
Field, where he landedghis mono- 
plane Woolaroc, winning the first 
prize of $25,000 offered by James 
Dole for a nonstop flight from the 
mainland to the Hawaiian Islands, 
he was told that he could have any- 
thing he wanted. 

“Just give me a shave, then bring 
on a bathing suit,” he said. “After 
that we will go places.” 

Goebel was given a shave and a 
haircut also, but he insisted he was 
net hungry. Lieut. W. V. Davis 
Jr.. who was Goebel’s navigator, 
was satisfied with a shave also. 

“Compasses!” said Davis. “I 
have seen enough of those things 
to last me for years. I don’t hope 
to have to look at one for a long 
time to come. 

“Hardly Seems Possibic.” 

“It hardly seems possible that 
we have been in that plane for 26 
hours, but really, Art, I.never did 
know how you figured we could 
get there In 24 hours in that plane. 
We certainly were surprised when 
we found that we had finished 
first. I didn’t figure we had won 
until an army plane circled along- 
side and the pilot held up one 
finger.” 

Lieut. Davis said that everything 
on the plane went well, except a 
little radio trouble which he was 
able to repair. 

“Once during the night,”” he con- 
tinued. “I thought we were having 
motor trouble. I crawled up to the 
tail of the plane to oil some work- 
ing parts. While I was extracting 
one of the brushes. ft dropped, slid 
and landed under the floor boards. 
It started to vibrate and sounded 
like the pistons were blowing. 

“Tl dragged out the water bottle 
and the emergency rations and be- 
gan looking for a soft place to 
land. Then the brush blew out in 
my face and I realized that my 
fears were unfounded.” 

“I walked into my ship at Oak- 
iand attired in street clothes. I 
climbed into the ceckpit. took off 
my cap, and gave her the gun and 
here we are. That's how simple it 
all was,” said Goebel. 

“Of course, we made ample prep- 
arations for the cruise during the 
last three weeks. I labored night 
and day on the ship. It was flown 


from Oklahoma to San Francisco 


«jin three flights of 10, nine and four 


hours. 

“With another hop of a little 
more than 24 hours, here 1 am in 
the middle of the Pacific.” 

Goebel may stay here about two 
weeks while.Davis must be back on 
the coast Sept. 10, when his naval 
leave expires. 

“To show how easy it is to fly to 
Oahu,” continued Goebel, “I didn’t 
even use my goggles. They hung 
about my neck, I wore my helmet 
the whole way, something I do not 
often do, for the protection of my 
ears. 

“The ship is built for comfort. 
I had a lot to do with the design 
myself, Windows open and close 
about my cockpit and I devised a 
}shutter for the carburetor which 
enables me to fly in the heaviest 
rains without difficulty.” 

Goebel’s radio set crossed the Pa- 
cific twice. The first time it went 
over in the plane of Ernie Smith, 
the first civillan aviator to reach 
the Hawaiian Islands in a nonstop 
flight. 

“We never missed a shot the 
whole way across.” said Goebel. 
“We were always able to use it and 
we sent out a lot, which was a 
great aid in checking the course, 
The course was aimed to hit Maul 
or Molokai about 9 a. m., and that’s 
just what we did. 

Plenty of Gasoline in Tanks. 

“When Lieut. Davis pointed out 
Maui we were flying at an altitude 
of 6000 feet, and in another hour 
we were over land. That settled it. 
I knew my calculations were cor- 
rect. These were made months in 
advance. We had gasoline enough 
for five hours’ flying when we 
landed at Wheeler Field. That 
would have taken us nearly 600 
mijes further without any trouble. 

“We flew at the 6600-foot level 
most of the way and did not do as 
the othef pilots did. Upon ledving 
Oakland, instead of going through 
the Golden Gate, I marked a 
course out Market street and 
passed over the city of San Fran- 
cisco at an altitude of 1500 feet, 
hitting out through the fog We 
did not see water again until 98 
o'clock yesterday morning.” 


Nova Aquilae Star Blows Up. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 18.~—A estar ex- 
ploded in the southern sky early 
yesterday, it was reported in a ca- 
blegram from Germany to Prof. E. 
B. Frost, director of the Yerkes 
Observatory at Williams Bay. Wis. 
The explosion of the star. known 
as Nova Aquilae, was the first re-

SOUGHT OVER WIDE AREA

PEARL HARBOR, Oahu Island; 
Aug. 18.—Reports of newspaper 
correspondents on the Island of 
Hawali today said that a smal! 
floating object, moving slowly. was 
believed possibly to be one of the 
two missing Dole flight planes.

flying conditions for ali the trans- 
Atlantic flights. From latest re- 
ports, he said, the favorable 
weather that prevailed before the 
race began, should be still un- 
changed; the surface of the water 
should be disturbed only by big. 
even swells, with only an ecca- 
sional white cap; prevailing winds 
should be mild, and any rain that 
might be encountered uld be a 
straight downpour from & passing 
cloud. 

Under these circumstances, he 
continued, no difficulty should be 
encountered im navigating the 
rubber life rafte with which the 
planes were, equipped, although 
they might be a source of sone 
discomfort for occupants unaccus 
tomed to the sea.

HELD ON GhARGE UF 
EMBEZZLING $17,000 


W. E. Banks, Former Greene 
County Revenue Collector, 
Faces 11 Indictments. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Aug. 18.— 


W. E. Banks, former Collector of 
Revenue fur Greene County, was 
arrested this afternoon on 11 
charges of embezzlement as the re- 
sult of the alleged finding of a 
shortage of $17.786 in the office 


during the last year or his admin- 
istration. He was released on 
$24,500 bond, signed by G. D. Mc- 
Daniel, president of the McDaniel 
National Bank, and T. A. Nichol- 
son, cashier and principal stock- 
holder of the Queen City Bank. 

The grand jury, which was sum- 
moned three weeks ago by Judge 
Warren L. White in the Circuit 
Court, returned 11 indictments 
against banks this morning, each 
charging him with embezzlement 
of sums ranging from $50.02 to 
$7118.68. 

Banks retired as collector last 
March, after having served four 
years. He was under $750,000 
bond, said to be one of the largest 
required of a public official in Mis- 
souri, and county officers say that 
any shortage will be paid by his 
bondsmen. The two bankers who 
signed his bond for appearance to 
answer to the charges are on the 
bond he furnished as collector. 

The convening of a grand jury 
by Judge White followed an order 
for an audit of all county offices 
and the mysterious burning of 1ax 
records in a vault in the Collector's 
office. The auditors began their 
work in the office of C. Cox, Coun- 
ty Treasurer. Before the check had 
been. completed in that office jaa!- 
tors on the morning of Sunday, 
June 26, found a fire in the col- 
lector’s vault. When the vault 
was opened the still glowing em- 
bers of three 1926 tax record books 
were found. The next day a votl- 
ume of duplicate receipts in the 
collector's. office could not be 
found, and 20 pages were found 
to have been torn from another 
tax record book. The auditors im- 
mediately were shifted to the col- 
lector’s office, in which Banks had 
been succeeded by Harve W. Tur- 
ner. 

When 
far enough to indicate a shortage 
in the collector’s office, Judre 
White convened a grand jury. The 
auditors did not complete’ their 
check of the 1926. records until 
last Monday. 

In the meantime, the grand jury 
had returned four indictments 
against R. V. Morris, a deputy in 
the Collector's office for more than 
°0 years. He is at liberty on bond. 
The total shortage charged to Mor- 
ris is less than $450. 

Following his arrest. Banks made 
only the ‘statement: “I have done 
nothing wrong. as time will -elil.”

Neighbors living near by, at- 
tracted by smoke from the burning 
house, began arriving and Mrs. 
Karbon told them of the baby in- 
side. The infant was rescued by 
one of the men and the fire de- 
partment of Millstadt was sum- 
moned.

Many veterans were greeted not 
only by relatives but by French 
friends they had not seen in the 
eight years since the troops went 
home.

Whiteside, filed the denial wm Su- 
preme Court, together with a plea 
to vacate the notice that he sub- 
mit to examination by Miss Hem- 
pel’s atorneys before the trial staris. 
The plea will be argued Aug. 23. 

The “fifth paragraph” of Miss 
Hempel’s petition referred to in 
Hickscher’s answer accuses Heck- 
scher of failing to carry out the 
payments, except for $12,000 paid 
as a first instalment in July of 
1926. 

In arguing specifically against 
the order for him to submit to ex- 
amination, Mr. Heckscher said: 

“In seeking to take the defend 
ant’s deposition, the plaintiff is en- 
gaged in a fishing expedition. The 
examination of the defendant will 
be subversive to the interésts of 
justice. Matters set forth tn the no- 
tice are not material or necessary 
for the prosecution of the action.”’ 

In tracing the history of the 
case, Heckscher used the words 
“remarkable agreement” in  de- 
scribing the contract which Miss 
Hempel alleges he made with her. 
He recalled her summation of the 
alleged contract thus:

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SAYS WORLD FACES 
PRIVATION DUE TO 
NATIONS’ GROWTH 


Sociologist Predicts Population 
Will Increase by 20,000,- 
000 This Year. 


By the Associated Pres. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 18.—The 
world’s dinner table must accom- 
odate 20,000,000 more guests dur- 
ing 1927, as population increases 
at a rate hitherto unknown to his- 
tory, said Dr. Ed#ward Alsworth 
Ross, sociologist, in a survey of 
population growth completed 
the Century Magazine. 

Three births are being recorded 
for every two deaths, Dr. Ross cal- 
culates, and in consequence, he 
Says, the world must face priva- 
tion and.a lowered standard of liv- 
ing within the next few genera- 
tions, unless the present birth rate 
is restricted. 

As the result of the modern curb 
on communi@ible disease, together 
with immigration to rich virgin 
areas and improved methods of 
production both in factories and on 
farms, he finds the earth’s popula- 
tion is increasing at a rate of 50,- 
000 a day, and estimates that a 
present world population of some 
1,850,000,000 will be doubled in the 
next 60 years, if the rate of in- 
crease is maintained. 


SAY EUROPEAN PROHIBITION 


Delegatcs to Alcoholism Congress 
From England and Germany 
Favor Local Option.

WINONA LAKE, Ind., Aug. 18. 
—Prohibition iit European coun- 
tries is an accomplishment not to 
be looked for for a long time, in 
the opinion of delegates to the con- 
gress of the World League Against 
Alcoholism in session here. 

While “‘Pussyfoot” Johnson, vet- 
eran dry crusader, believes that 
prohibition in America is a success, 
foreign. delegates seeking informa-

Text of Opinion. 

Judge Faris’ opinion in full. fol- 
lows: 

“This matter is before the Court 
on objections filed by the City of 
St. Louis as the holder of a judg- 
ment against the United Railways 
Company, which judgment was 
rendered prior to the filing of the 
creditors’ bill herein and, of course, 
therefore, before the appointment 
of the receiver. In the discussion 
made necessary in passing upon the 
objections of the City of St. Louis 
the latter will, for brevity’s sake, 
be called the objector.

Reckons Value of Stock. 

‘Under the plan, pursuant to 
which the properties were bid in, 
the preferred stock holders of the 
old company were allowed to sub- 
scribe for one and one-half shares 
of new non-par value common 
stock of the new company on pay- 
ing therefore in new money at the 
rate of $12.50 per share, or $18.75 
in all.

Kansas City Terminal Case. 

“The rule deducible from the 
above cases contain no hard and 
fast test or mathematical formula 
for the determination of what is 
comparably fair. It is obvious that 
no such rvle can possibly be laid 
down. ‘Each case must be deter- 
mined as to the comparative fair- 
ness of the offer by its own facts. 
Only general rules can be ennun- 
ciated. These general are laid 
down by the Supreme Court of 
the United States in the late case 
of Kansas City Terminal Railway 
Company vs, Central Union Trust 
Company, supra, at page 453, et 
seq. thus: 

“It now may be announced 
as settled doctrine, that where 
the value of corporate property 
to be sold under foreclosure is 
so great as to render co-opera- 
tion between bondholders and 
stockholders essential in order 
to secure a bidder and prevent 
undue sacrifice of their interests, 
they may center into a fair and 
open arrangement to that end. 
But ‘mo such proceedings can 
be rightfully carried to consum- 
mation which recognize and pre- 
serve any interest in the stock- 
holders without also recogniz- 
ing and preserving the interests, 
not merely vf the mortgage, but 
of every. creditor of the corpor- 
ation.” * * * This doctrine is 
the ‘fixed principle’ according to 
which Northern Pacific Railway 
Co. vs. Boyd (228 U. S&S.) page 
5607 (33 S. Ct. 554, 57 I. Ed. 
931 declares the character of 
organization agreements must 
be determined; and to it there

A program for waterway devel- 
opment, flood control and con- 
nected pu¥lic works, with the ex- 
penditure of $100,000,000 a year 
for 10 years, is set forth in a reé- 
port issued today by the Mississippi 
Valley Association. 

The program, which is to be em- 
bodied in resolutions at the annua! 
convention of the association in 
St. Louis Nov. 14 and 15, and 
which thereafter will be urged 
upon Congress, is: 

Improvement and use of all 
navigable rivers of the country. 
for cheap transportation. 

Further development and im- 
provement of ocean and great 
lakes harbors. 

Building of dams for hydro- 
electric power, and to aid the 
navigability of certain rivers, 

Building of storage basins fur 
irrigation of arid lands. 

Construction of = spillways, 
where needed, for control of 
floods. 

The building of levees for pro- 
tection against floods upon all 
rivers where such protection is 
necessary in the judgment of the 
Board of United States Army En- 
gineers. 

Reclamation of 8wamp areas, 
and use of such land for agricul- 
ture, fish, game and wild life 
preserves. 

Building of reservoirs to hold 
back the .tlowage of surplus wa- 
ters, and to prevent floods. 

Reforestation of denuded 
arcas., 

Development o- hydro-electric 
energy, to be economically dis- 
tribut d to industries in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. 

“The suggested program,” the 
report declared, “can be completed 
in 10 years. Its ccst wil) be trivial 
when compared with the resultant 
benefits.” 

“We must not limit waterway 
legislation to flood control alone. 
Waterway development and flood 
control go hand in hand. 

“We are now spending $50,000,- 
000 a year upon the improvement 
of our rivers and harbors. For 
the past four years we have been 
spending $10,000,000 a year ad- 
ditional for flood protection upon 
the lower Mississippi. Increased 
appropriations for the enlarged 
program for f.ood control must be 
provided to eliminate future dis- 
astrous floods which have _ for 
years been devastating the rich 
and fertile areas traversed by the 
Mississippi, Ohio, Tennessee, Cum- 
berland, Illinois, Missouri, Arkan- 
sas and other rivers. 

"The cost of this, national un- 
dertaking need not cause a ripple 
of anxiety. Spread over a period 
of ten years, the annual cost of 
carrying through this program will 
Lbe no more than we are now 
spending for battleships, an ex- 
penditure which brings no (fi- 
nancial return. 

“Much, if not all, of the money 
outlay will be returned through 
the sale or lease of the power that 
will be created; from the sale of 
federal lands at their largely in- 
creased value, and from the sub- 
stantial taxable wealth that would 
be created by the carrying out of 

the proposed program. Ali of 
this would happen in addition to 
the prevention of the tremendous 
losses which have been incurred in 
past years from serious floods, and 
which will be continued as long 
as nothing is done to prevent 
them.”

PINE RIDGE, 8. D., Aug. 18.— 
Chief leading Eagle, the ruler of 
the Sioux, visited his people on th- 
Pine Ridge reservation yesterday 
but in hie better known role of 
President of the United States 
brought them the word that the 
Government is attempting sympa- 
thetically to solve their probléms. 

To the thousands of Indians 
who flocked from all corners of 
this reservation, President Cool- 
idge was their big chief and as ise 
stood by looking at the program 
of war dances and games which 
they displayed for him, tom toms 
beat out the deep, solemn tones of 
the tribal welcome. 

Recalling that he was the first 
President to. speak “especially to 
the Indians of America,” since «i 
native born Indians were mace 
citizens of the United States, Mr. 
Coolidge told the throng of chiefs. 
braves and squaws that a practical 
solution of their problems could 
not be found in “sentimentality.” 
an¢ “loose talk.” The Government 
was attempting to understand the 
Indian problem, he said, and try- 
ing to follow’a policy which wouid 
make them respected and self-sup- 
porting citizens. 

He declared that an underlying 
difficulty was caused by the In- 
dian’s inability to adjust himseif 
to twentieth century conditions 
since there often are alien to n‘« 
racial characteristics and  tribs 
states of mind. Many. he ada» 
have succeeded in overcoming th‘s 
barrier but a great portion, mostiy 
the elders, continue to cling to old 
customs.

Sacco-Vanzctti—A Solution. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
HE solution of the Sacco-Vanzetti 
problem is simple, though it appears 


difficult. Let the Massachusetts Lezis- 
lature be called in extraordinary session | 
to consider and, if it deems fit, to enact! 
a statute giving every person condemned 
to death the right to a review by the 
highest court of the State of the facts 
as wel] as the law on the original rec- 
ord and any additional record of facts 
not proven in the first instance. New 
York and New Jersey have such laws 
as well as other States. They did not 
always have them, but the cry for jus- 
tice on the facts in Capital cases be- 
came 50 strong that it could not be re- 
sisted, and the passage of the laws has 
never been regretted. 

If Massachusetts is to do the same 
thing One day, why not now? It would 
not be a concession to public clamor, 
but a recognition of the honest beliez 
of millions of people in no wise sympa- 
thetic to the condemned men or theli 
avowed anarchy that there has not been 
a complete judicial review’ of their cases 
because of the present Hmitations of 
legal procedure in Massachusetts. If the 
way be opened to a full review of the 
facts by the highest court, every thought- 
ful person will be satisfied. What has 
been done is to attempt a review by an 
advisory committee and by the Governor 
which is defined by lawyers as an extra- 
judicial inquiry or by laymen as a 
makeshift method. The people at large 
have confidence in the courts, and what 
is needed to still the cry for justice is a 
full review of the facts by the highest 
court, and the way to accomplish that 
is by a speedy amendment of the stat- 
utes, which may be accomplished during 
the period remaining of the respite. 

I have read the Governor's statement 
and the report of his advisory commit- 
tee with care, and as a lawyer I am 
unconvinced of the guilt or tnnocence 
of the condemned men.

For that reason, it seems to us, the professiona] 
soldier is unhappily cast in the role of authentic 
spokesman at a conference for the limitation of 
armament.

HE menace of radicalism in Washington 

seems to have excited Martin W. Little- 
ton, New York lawyer, former member of 
Congress and attorney for Harry I. Sin- 
clair.

WAGE INCREASE GRANTED 
TO. 3500 WABASH CLERKS 


Advance Of $7.14 a Month, Effec- | 
“tive at Once, Allowed By 
Arbitration Board. | 

An average monthly wage in- | 
crease Of $7.14 for 3500 clerks of 
the Wabash Railroad was awarded 
following hearings on the matter. 
which have been conducted since 
July 7. by an arbitration board, it | 
was announced yesterday. 

The clerks had asked for raises | 
ranging from 3 to 10 cents an hour. 
The highest increase allowed was | 
3% cents an hour. Under the new | 
Scale the average pay is $5.14, 4/| 
cents more than was paid during | 
the wage peak of 1920, when the 
average for Wabash clerks was 
$5.10. The new scale goes in effect 
immediately. 

One thousand employes of the 
road affected by the increase work 
in the general offices and freicht 
houses here, and the remainder are 
employed from Buffalo, N. Y., west 
to Kansas City.

FINDS IN AFRICA CAUSE. 
OF MOLD ON COCOA 


Government Expert Tells of 
Discovering How Auto Road 
Forces Hasty Drying.

RAIL CHIEFS STUDY PLANES 


Committee of Boston & Maine Linc 
May Co-ordinate Trains.

BOSTON, Aug. 18.—‘“The air-

Automobile roads in the jungle 
as a cause of moldy cocoa at New 
York were described by L. J. 
Schwarz, Government pharmacog- 
nocist of the port of New York, 
in an illustrated lecture at last 


night’s session of the Plant Sci- 
ence Seminar at Shaw’s Garden. 

Last year an inordinate percen- 
tageiof African cocoa beans had 
to be turned back at the port of 
entry because of mould. Schwarz 
was sent to Africa to investigate. 


He spent six months at the source 
of production, returning _ this 
spring. 


Two chief causes, he found, were 
bound up closely with the romance 
of the Gold Coast. One was a 
sign of its passing—new automo- 
bile roads into the jungle, where- 
by cocoa was brought into the 
native villages faster than the na- 
tive facilities for drying it could 
accommodate. Imperfecly dried 
cocoa beans were susceptible to 
mold. 

But eficiency had not complete- 
ly crowded out the romantic and 
bizarre. 

“A caravan of 20 cafriers, each 
carrying 140 pounds of cocoa on 
his head, came in to Amankia,” 
Schwarz related. “It was a splen- 
did sight. The caravan was pre- 
ceded by two paid entertainers, 
gaudily dressed, who kept the car- 
riers amused by beating the tom- 
tom, doing queer jigs, cutting odd 
capers and making faces. 

Chief Orders More Care. 

“The chief of the tribe was sum- 
moned and through an interpreter 
was told that his people did not 
prepare their cocoa properly and 
that they particularly did not dry 
it well. He said he would sound 
the gong-gong and tell his people 
to dry their cocoa thoroughly.” 

A memento of the Gold Coast of 
old—the native surf boat—was an- 
other principal cause.’“Ships an- 
chored a mile out in the shallow 
water. The surf broke over the 
flimsy native craft, and in the 
ship’s hold the cocoa promptly 
molded. One harbor had been 
built where steamers could moor 
at wharfside, but the prospect for 
others was dubious, and; anyway, 
Schwartz remarked, the natives 
would resist any change in the old 
method which provided their live- 
lihood. 

“Each boat crew consists of a 
coxswain, who generally is the 
headman, and eight or 12 pad- 
diers,” said Schwartz. ‘The cox’n 
stands aft and steers with a long 
sculling oar, while the rest of the 
crew pushes the craft along with 
a most unusual paddle, the blade 
of which is three-fingered, painted 
white and further ornamented 
with simple but artistic geometri- 
cal designs. While in action, the 
paddlers sit on the gunwale and 
for safety lock one foot in a rope 
loop. 

Surf Boats Go in Rhythm. 

“To see these strong, straight- 
backed fellows drive their surf- 
boats over the water, black bodies 
fairly gleaming, paddles flashing 
bright on the lift of even strokes 
synchronized to a not unmusical 
chant, or a broken series of hisses 
and grunts, or even the well-timed 
click of some variation of the cas- 
tanets, is truly a magnificen: sight. 

‘‘However, the beauty of all this 
quickly resolves into ugly reality 
when the cargo is hauled out drip- 
ping with water.” 

Research in Hay Fever. 

From tropical romance to hay 
fever swung the discusion, with a 
paper by Dr. Roland V. L. LaGarde 
of Shaw’s Garden, formerly of the 
University of Prague. Dr. LaGarde 
reported on the identification of 
pollens causing hay fever by count- 
ing the pores in each pollen grain, 
under a microscope, a method made 
possible by a,new stain developed 
by him and Dr. George T. Moore, 
director of Shaw’s Garden. 

Both Dr, LaGarde and other sci- 
entists, discussing his paper, agreed 
that ragweed rather than golden 
rod, as popularly supposed, was a 
chief cause of hay fever. They sug- 
gested the importance of keeping 
street corners and vacant lots clear 
of weeds. 

Crime detection might profit by 
the new microscopic method out- 
lined by Dr. LaGarde, remarked Dr. 
Albert Schneider of North Pacific 
College, Portland, Ore., noted sci- 
entist and author of a book on 
“The Microscope in Detective 
Work.” He told how identification 
of acacia pollen in the coat of a 
murder suspect arrested in New 
| York had shown he had been, con- 
| trary to his denial, in the vicinity 
| of the crime, and eventually led to 
| 


his confession.
